Dr. F. 8. Towle, port physician, ac- 


companied by Dr. A. 0. Hoffenger, na- 
val physician, and Julian F. Traeke of 
Lacouia, visited the U. 8. Auxiliary 
Cruiser Harvard at 7 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 
Al though no one but the physi- 


cians were supposed to be allowed on 
board, the labor commissioner followed 
them up the steps to the deck and ac- 
companied the gentlemen from stem to 
stern as the representative of the Her- 
ald. 


Dr. Towle and party were met at the 


head of the gangway by Dr. Lewis, the 
.ship surgeon, and after a briet confer- 
ence visited the sick bay. 


Here lying on the floor, well provided 


for -with blankets for cover and pillow, 
were forty-five sick sailors and inirmes. 
It was a sight long to be remembered 
as the pale swarthy 
faces told of 


wounds received and the flush of ma- 
larial feyers that gave their half starved 
bodies a sickly appearance. An intel- 
ligent looking man nurse was attending 
them, and doing what hn could to grat- 
ify their desires for food, drink and 
comfort. Two hammocks were strung 
up in the sick biy and iu them were 
two of the most serious cases. 


The men in the sick bay were in all 


kind of position, some lying down, 
others sitting up and with a careless in- 
different look of their black eyes as 
they followed tha movements of the 
visiting gentlemen. 
Dr, Towla after 


consultation with Dr. Heffenger and 
Surgeon Lewis reported the condition 
of the sick as a whole better than they 
had expected, and that there was no 
sign of anything but malaria, and the 
two typhoid cases in the hammocks. 
Executive officer Hunker attanded to 
the wishes of the visiting gentlemen, 
and for a full hour kindly gave any in- 
formation of interest that was asked, 


Dr. Heffenger, well versed in the 


Spanish language, did the talking with 
the two or throe of the worst cases 
pointed out by Surgeon Lewis, and in 
every one of them found evidence of the 
malaria caused by exposure from be 
ing in the water while waiting to be 
picked up by the boats sent out from 
the war ship for their relief. 


During the night two of the men 


died, one a plain case of heart failure of 
a sailor that dropped dead, the other 
from eiaustion and weak condition. On 
deck this forenoon a new Spanish flag 
covered the bodies which awaited the 
tag H A. Mathes to finish the work of 
transferring the prisoners to the shore 
and then take them outside the harbor 
for a watery grate. 


Jufet before nine o'clock 
the tug 


brought up the two barges one on each 
side of the Harvard to fill up with the 
prisoners. Nearly a thousand of the 
Spanish captives were on board and that 
included forty officers who hud the 
privileges of the upper deck. The com- 
mon prisoners were fenced in on deck 
aft, and many of them were crowded 
like sardines in a box, while here and 
there lay some of the weaker ones trj ing 
to get rest. The marine guard stood on 
deck twenty feet awaj; at rest ready to 
shoot at the least outbreak. 


Very few of the men who walked 


down the gangway had the appearance 
to the Herald man of being well men, 
some arme from wounds or exhaustion, 
dragged along as best they could, while 


in the hearing of the HeruUl man ex- 
pressed the opinion that four or five 
days might elapse before he sailed on 
account of the disposal of the-sick men 
he had on board. Tlie Herald man 
brought the officers mail ashore. 


NOTES. 


On Friday, word was received from 


Secretary of Navy Long by Admiral 
Carpenter and Col. Forney at. the 
prison camp »t Seavey's island, instruct- 
ing them to parole the two Spanish 
surgeons and the chaplains at the 
camp.

Every man that 


could walk had to take up bis belong- 
ings, which in every case except the 
Colon's men, -were little enough. 
The 


trip was an uneventful one, the harsh 
treatment given to the mutinous ones 
the first having the effect to make the 
ugliest ones obey. In speaking of the 
trouble, the officers were not inclined to 
state who pitched into the mcxb, \\heth 
er the soldiers or marines 
It was 


enough for them to know the riot wi B 
quelled, that six of the If aiers were shot 
dnwl and the twelve wounded were put 
onto the hospital ship. 


At ten minutes of twelve, the first 


bargeful was landed at the blip m front 
of the Greeley cottage and the men 
limped up the gangplank with a com- 
pany of marines that fringed their path- 
way. 
Hardly two men were dressed 


alike Have the petty officers of the Colon. 
Many were bareheaded, others had can- 
vas made into the old cockado shaped 
hat, while the dirt and filth apparent on 
their feet gave evidence that their sani- 
tary condition could beat be improved 
by repeated applications of strong lye 
by the scrub wash. 


From Captain Cotton down to the 


boy apprentice, there was but one 
sentiment, and that was, that they 
were glad that the prisoners were to 
leave them. They had had enough of 
them. 


All of the prisoners excepting those 


that came from the Colon were simply 
naked when taken prisoners. 
When 


they left the burning ships, they strip- 
ped, throwing away in the raojt cases 
everything but their undershirts, and 
when picked out of water or taken from 
shore stood only in nature's garb. 


The Colon did not burn, aud that is 


why that her officers and men have on 
their uniform nearly intact, while the 
latter had opportunity to take off all 
their personal 
effects in bags aud 


bundles, 


The men on the Harvard four or five 


miles away were witnessess to the naval 
battle on July 3 and as soon as possible 
came near shore and rescured the men 
from the water or what they feired 
worse, 
death at the hands of the 


Cubans on shore. The prisoners have 
only been half fed for months, and 
since they fell into the hands of their 
captors, having been getting their good 
meals per day, while the officers have 
been fed on the same menu that was 
served the officers of the 
Harvard. 


During the loading of the lighters, 
boats of all descriptions hurry around 
the boat aud barge so close as to call 
for repeated orders from Capt. Cotton 
and executive officer Hunker to keep 
away under the threat of force. 


The officers who examined nearly all 


the prisoners report that they have gold 
and silver, many of them to the extent 
of several hundred dollars, tied up in 
their bundles or in their belt. Two or 
three of (beSpanish officers took down 
tbe names, ship and rating of the men 
one by one. Just before they filed 
down tbe gangway to tbe lighters, one 
of tbe men was in irons hand and foot 
for trying to make trouble, and the 
Spanish officers report thai he was a 
troublesome character on board their 
ship. 


This morning ma-ay ot the prisoners 


were acting as servants of the Spanish 
officers, while not a few were scribbling 
away at stair cues and like wort. A 
portion of the stores of the 9th mass 
was on the Harvard and Guatanamo, 
and a detail of that regiment to perhaps 


This was done and they now have the 


liberty of Seavey's island, the 
uuvy 


yard and this cify. 


Today the remaining six officers will 


be paroled with the same liberty as the 
others. 


During the forenoon the prisoners 


were dhided into ships companies, and 
each company hereafter will live by it- 
self Only a fewof the crew of Oquendo 
were at the camp, and one of these, a 
petty officer, said that his ship luvd lost 
more than any of the others, one 13- 
inch shell from the Oregon hail cleared 
the deck of 120 men, killing them all 
Besides these a number were drowned 
or eaten by the sharks that swarmed 
about the ill-fated vessel. 


Among the prisoners on board the 


Harvard is a demented _sailor from the 
Oquenclo, who, on account of hia attack 
upon a marine guard while on the 
United States steamer Resolute, was 
transferred to the Harvard and immedi- 
ately put in irons. 


Another passenger of interest is a 


German, Jacob Worth, whoclaiins to be 
a representative of a German newspa- 
per. He was banished from Cuba by 
General Shatter under suspicion of be- 
ing a Spanish spy and for using abusive 
language to the general. Once he was 
put in irons for an attempt to reach the 
Spanish lines, but was released through 
Count Von Gaelzer. Later he again acted 
suspiciously and was sent out of the 
country. 


The Harvard, unlike the St. Louis, 


has the United States war paint on. In 
stead of two stacks she has tliree, and 
she is thirty feet longer than the St 
Louis, though her gross tonnage is not 
as great, and she ia not as pretty a ship 
as is the St. t Louis. She shows some 
rough ueage, for largo patches of paint 
are missing from her hull, aud where 
the water has struck the spots rust ha s 
formed. 
The German newspaper man who was con 
fined aboird the Harvard on suspicion 
of being a Spanish spy came up to the 
city this afternoon and fitted out with t 
suit of clothing at Peyser's store. 


If fair tomorrow four thousand bicy 


cles will go over the bicycle pvth to or 


from Newcastle tomorrow. The pleas 
ure of a rule over its smooth surface is 
spoken of by the bicycle rijuig public 
generally. 


After reaching shore the Spaniard 


were mustered and marched into the 
enclosure 
where 
they where given 


quarters as fir away from tue rest of 
the prisoners ai possible. An attempt 
will be made to keep the newcoaaers 
away from the others for a few days 
until ail danger from fever is over 
with. 


A German newspaper attache, who 


alleges that he is a special correspond- 
ent of the Frankfurter Anzftiger is con- 
fined aboard the Harvan.1. His name 
is Wurtz or something similar and he 
was sent out of the army at Santiago on 
account of a suspicion that he was a 
spy. 
On board the Harvard he alao 


acted suspiciously seemingly trying to 
establish 
communication 
with 
the 


prisoners against the strictest orders 
and he was then placed under guard 
and so remains up to the present time. 


The physicians attribute the number 


of deaths among the fever "stricken men 
on the Harvard to the aggravation of 
the malady by the close herding of the 
crowd made necessary and believe that 
similar results would have been at- 
tained had sim ilar conditions existed on 
the St. Louis.

bulletin has been posted at the war de 
partment tonight from General Shafter: 


EtEADyTJAltTEBS, SANTIAGO, July 15.— 


Adjutant General, Washington: Sent 
you seveial telegrams yesterday, as did 
General Miles, in regard to the surren- 
der of Santiago. General Toral agreed 
yesterday to surrender practically all 
the forces under bis command ia east- 
ern Cuba, upon a distinct understand- 
ing that they were to be sent to Spain 
by the United States. The surrender 
was authorized by General Blanco. 
The commissioners to arrange the de- 
tails were appointed. Points were im 
mediately raised by Spanish commis 
sioners. 
The discussion lasted until 


ten o'clock last night. My commission- 
ers think the matter will be settled to- 
day. They met again at 9.30 this morn- 
ing- 


Twenty-five thousand troops in all 


will be transported. General Miles was 
present and said surrender was abso- 
lute and complete as possible. It can- 
not be possible that there will be fail- 
ure in completing arrangements. Water 
famine in the city is imminent as the 
supply is cut. This was told to Capt. 
Miley by the English commissioner. 
Will wire frequently as negotiations 
progress.

The president hopes so. He has made 


no concealment of hU earnest desire for 
a speedy determination of the war. Such 
a position on hb> part ia entirely recon- 
cilable with an earnest purpose to pros- 
ecute the war until Its original purposes 
have been attained. Before that time 
any overtures for peace must come from 
Spain. 


The news from Madrid that Spain had 


practically been placed under martial 
law Is regarded as a most hopeful sign. 
It Is construed to mean a purpose on 
the part of the Spanish government to 
bind up In advance the turbulent ele- 
ments In Spain that might be expect- 
ed to take advantage of the public dis- 
content caused by the heavy sacrifices 
the government 'must make to obtain 
peace in order to cause a revolution and 
overthrow the monarchy. 


It is realized here by the officials that 


every day will bring forth a fresh crop of 
peace rumors, few with any foundation, 
but their very circulation and the cred- 
ence gained for them Is regarded as an 
encouraging sign of a general belief 
that the Spanish cause is near its end. 
The cabinet adjourned without knowl- 
edge of details of the terms of surrender 
w hich were to be made at Santiago by 
the commissioners referred to by Gen- 
eral Shafter in his dispatch of yester- 
day. Nothing further has been received 
from the general on this subject, and 
the assumption is that the commission- 
ers are still at work endeavoring- to ar- 
range the details of the surrender. 


These are likely to be more complex 


than are generally supposed, for aside 
from matters of actual moiment, such 
as the methods of transportation of the 
surrendered Spanish officers, there arfe 
many smaller matters to be attendee) 
to, some of them growing out of the fan- 
tastic Spanish notions of honor, which 
are quite as troublesome to deal with 
as matters of vital importance. 


Many inquiries are coming to the war 


department as to the condition of the 
sick and wounded American soldiers 
near Santiago. The appea.'aiu-e of ^el 
low fever among the troops was an ad- 
ditional cause of apprehension and 
doubled the number of queries. The 
war department does not d«em It pru- 
dent just now to make any detailed 
statement relative to the conditions in 
the camp, but Adjutant General tJor- 
bin stated that he could say that so far 
as the yellow fever was concerned the 
conditions at the last report were cer- 
tainly better than they were two days 
ago. 


The war department has posted a dl«. 


patch from Assistant Adjutant General 
Greeenleaf, of General Miles' stuff, as 
follows: 


Siboney, July T5.—Only 23 new cases 


of yellow fever and three deaths report- 
ed within the past 24 hours. Type of 
disease mild. Camp site moved wneu- 
ever practicable. Have taken vigorous 
sanitary precautions to prevent the 
spread of the disease. 


It ia authoritatively stated by Secre- 


tary Day that there is no truth In the 
published report that peace negotia- 
tions have be.,-n opened at Washington, 
led by Bic Julian Pauncefote, assisted 
by the Russian ambassador, the Japan- 
cap minister and other foreign diplo- 
mats.

W't.h the final stroke of the Spanish 


general's pen the only stronghold in the 
province of Santiago has fallen, and the 
power of Spain In eastern Cuba is 
crushed. 


What the terms or surrender were ia 


not. yet known. They may be made pub- 
lic when General Miles returns from 
the front tonight, and they may be sup- 
pressed for days. 


On board the flagship New York it is 


believed that the surrendered Span- 
ish officers will be permitted to retain 
their side arms, and that the Spanish 
army will be given safe convoy to Spain. 
Admiral Sampson has not yet, however, 
been informed of the details ot capit- 
ulation, and he does not expect the 
terms to be made public for several days.
